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When I became the chairperson of the ritual committee, 
I inherited a folder of materials from the previous com- 
mittee chair. Among the photocopied poems and prayers, I . 
came across a paper with the saying, “Doing a good job. 
here is like wetting your pants in a dark suit - it gives 
you a warm feeling, but nobody notices." I thought it was 
pretty silly, but out of respect for my predecessor, I 
didn't through it away. 

A few months ago, as I was going through the ritual 
committee material I'd accumulated, getting ready to hand 
jt over to the new chairpersons, I found the above saying. 
This time it didn't seem as silly. In fact, I saw it as 
a gently satirical but accurate summary of what working . 
in Sha‘ar Zahav can be. 

As so often happens in volunteer organizations, the 
responsibilities and duties of officers and others in 
responsible positions are not well delineated. As a result, 
few things are required of us, but everything is expected. 
This problem which has been discussed extensively, and 
hich my fellow co-leader, Rob, the Va'ad, and I are work- 
ing on, seems a little closer to resolution. But even a 
specific outline of what each individual should do can- | 
not completely eliminate the sentiment of the dark suit 
quote. 


Short of awards announced in the Forward each month 
(e.g., most overworked Va'ad member or committee chair, 
most thankless task), what can we do? There are several 
ways that each of us can help prevent frustration and 
bitterness in those who so generously give of themselves 
to Sha'ar Zahav. The first is feedback. If Sha'ar Zahav 
is to serve the needs of its members, the gay and lesbian 
community of the Bay Area, we need to know what people 
need and want. Without feedback, we plan and prioritize 
according to our own particular preferences, which do not 
always reflect the majority opinion. The only way to in- 
fluence, whether it is something you like being repeated 
or something you don't like not happening again, is to 
tell us. Most committee chairs are open to both positive 
and negative criticism. 

The second way to help Sha'ar Zahav avoid the classic 
burnout syndrome is with your own participation. Sometimes 
individuals have trouble delegating responsibilities and 


work ( I confess to being a prime example). However, 

at other times, there is a shortage of personpower 

to staff committees, and work on special projects. 

Just as participation by others is vital to the health 
and wellbeing of those in charge of getting things done, 
it is important to you as members of our community: by 
becoming involved, by making Sha'ar Zahav your synagogue 
in a more concrete way. 

Let the point of this article be construed as a pitch 
for participation, and to be open with your praise. The 
magnitude of what we accomplish as individuals and as a 
congregation often escapes us. This is especially true 
of the ongoing activities - the weekly Shabbas services, 
and onegs, the monthy newsletters, the educational cour- 
ses. Even when we appreciate these activities, and the 
work that goes into them, we sometimes fail to share 
the gratefulness. And how much more are we unaware of 
the building and finance committees’ work, which keeps 
the synagogue going; membership, which recruits and 
coordinates information about members; outreach and 
programs', which direct external and internal present- 
ations; and bikur cholim, which is our internal support 
system (God forbid anyone should need it)? To see real 
happiness, peace, and contentment on others' faces is, 
to an extent, reward enough for those in charge - but 


the word of appreciation and encouragement makes the 
task immeasurably easier. Next time, don't leave a serv- 
ice or a program without a word of praise. You'll be 
repaid tenfold by a more energetic, satisfied, and eager 
leadership, and a warmer sense of community.

REFLECTIONS ON THE FIFTH 
INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE OF GAY AND LESBIAN

As Sha'ar Zahav was hosting this year's conference 
in San Francisco, I decided to attend and to see for 
myself what it was all about. If the conference was 
held out of town, even as close as Los Angeles, I 
don't think I would have gone. By Saturday of the 
conference weekend I was already thinking about plans 
to go to the Sixth International Conference to be 
held next year in Philadelphia. What happened in one 
short weekend? 

It would be an understatement for me to say that 
the conference was a major emotional experience. On 
my way to work on Monday morning I found myself hear- 


ing the songs we all sang as we linked arms. My spirit 


soared at the closing ceremony and I found myself 
crying, as I do now. These are tears of sadness that 
the weekend is over, and tears of joy with deep eno- 
tion over the connection I feltand still feel in com- 
ing home to my mishpocheh. It's a feeling that's 


really hard to put into words. I've never felt extreme- 
ly "“Jewish" or Gay," but somehow the weekend experience 
which combined two parts of my identity still is a big 


part of me now. 
I am filled with so many wonderful memories: true 


emotional sharing of coming-out stories (past, present, 


and future) at one of the workshops, meeting people 
who told of isolated lives as Jews, and as Lesbians 
and Gays, getting to know people who are members of 
my own Congregation Sha'ar Zahav much better than I 
have at numerous onegs, trading addresses and invit- 
ations for visits, listening to couples who have been 
together over ten years. embracing and kissing my — 
brothers and sisters and not even realizing that we 
were in the lobby of the Holiday Inn among strangers, 
showing the city I love to guests from out of town, 
hosting a Havdalah dinner while remembering that just 
several months ago I had never heard of a Havdalah 
dinner, sharing common experiences of being Gay and 
Jewish, developing a close friendship with my house- 


guest from New York who I met last spring through a 
chain of events involving our synagogues and another 
Jewish organization, seeing so many women at the con- 
ference and being happy to see Gay men and Lesbians 
together.....1 could go on and on. 

The conference also had a great sense of respect- 
ability for me, It was a combination of many people 
on the fringe of the fringe of mainstream society 
(with respect to their sexuality) in a traditional 
setting that reminded me of a professional meeting, 
except for the emotional connections and the loving 
feelings. It had all the standard ingredients: a large 
hotel ballroom dinner, a keynote speaker, workshops, 

a fancy program, registration, nametags, etc. However, 
the major extra ingredient was an all encompassing feel - 
ing if OKness to be who I am - to be Jewish and to be 
Gay - and to show my feelings with the men and women 
with whom I shared these feelings. A lot of my stereo- 
types vanished over that weekend, and I feel more com- 
plete as a person. 

I found myself sharing some of my conference exper- 
jences with a straight acquaintence on the way to work. 
Only then did I find out that he is Jewish and has a 
good friend who is slowly and painfully coming out, 
and who he would like to help in the process. We then 
decided to get together and talk some more. Now I'm 
very glad I told him how I spent my Labor Day weekend 
so I could share the spirit of the Fifth International 
Conference with him.
